Candidates will thus understand that the Matricu 
lation Certificate is required in all cases as evidence 
of age , and it must invariably be sent to the Com 
mission , in original, with a copy thereof, together 
with the application . 

Sometimes the Matriculation or equivalent certif 
cate does not show the date of birth , or only shows 
the age by completed years or completed years and 
months.
